Appearing for tlio Liberals will 
be Uonel Chevrlor, M.P., and Pre- 
sident of the. Seaway Commission. 
The NDP'i will have former CCF 
National leader Coldwell, whilo 
the PC's promise a "prominent 
party member". 

The debate, to be held In tho 
Union Ballroom at b pm^lt under 
the auspices of the three parties 
participating, and not the Steer- 
ing Committee. It will take tho 
form of a regular debate, but It Is 
to be followed by discussions and 
questions from' the floor. 

NEW VIEW 

Danny Trevick, President of the 
NDP's on cimpus, stated that "the 
entire intention of the Steering 
Committee was to have a model 



parliament — not a mock parlia- 
ment: a parliament representing 
the student's opinions on national 
politics". For this reason he felt 
there was no particular cause for 
tho two non-national campus par- 
ties to be represented at tonight's 
debate. 

REBUTTAL 

Robert Prinslty, head of the Con- 
gress Towards Canadian Maturity 
described his party as the only 
party on campus completely un- 
affiliated with national political 
parties. 

In speaking with the Daiiy, lie 
declared that Model Parliament 
"should be a student forum on 
national politics". In emphasizing 
the "student forum", he saw "no 
necessity for bringing In high- 
ranking national party mombers". 

Speaking for the Liberal Party, 
Sy Steinman mentioned that his 
party would, advocate changes in 
tho economic and trade policies of 
Canada. The Liberals will also pre- 
sent arguments for Canada enter- 



ing the Common Market as well 
arguing for changes in election 
financing and the distribution of 
seats. 

NO COMMENT 

A representative of tho League 
for Nuclear Disarmament was not 
available for comment at press- 
time, so we have no statement from 
that party. It was also impossible 
to discover whom the PC's would 
be bringing to tonight's debate. 

Elections for Model Parliament 
take place on Friday, and cam- 
paigning continues all this week. 
No names will appear on the bal- 
lots, so voters will check only the 
party which they prefer. Scats 
will be distributed according to 
tlie number of votes that each par- 
ty receives. 

It has been generally decided 
among tho parties that all cam- 
paigning will be of the most ser- 
ious nature. With six parties vying 
for seats in the House, this elec- 
tion week should see much In the 
way of political action.

The new station opens with a great deal of po- 
tential.

For years, our sports columnists have maintained 
that intercollegiate hockey games would be vastly im- 
proved if the referees stayed home.

A second traveller, John McMe- 
nemy asserted "We had the feeling 
that if we had been Soviet stu- 
dents or Czcchoslovakians, we 
would have been greeted with 
open arms and a rousing cheer, 
and Castro himself would probably 
have como to meet tis." 

ON THEIR OWN 

The quartet had been told by the 
head of the student external af- 
fairs office that arrangements 
would be made for them to meet 
with Government officials, and to 
stay at inexpensive lodgings. When

Birth Of A Station 



In November 1960, wlien "Old 
McGill" on CBM radio was taking 
a turn for the worse, the germ of 
an idea for a student run radio sta- 
tion at McGill was taking form. It 
was not until March of '61 that the 
idea was known by more than a 
handful of people. 

At that time, a promise for an 
FM radio station at McGill was ma- 
de by Bob Carswell, one of the few 
that were working on the venture, 
during the campaign for Presiden- 
cy of the Students' Society. lie was 
subsequently elected and the idea 
matured. 

Over the past summer, a Brief 
was prepared, mainly by Carswell 
with assistance from Bill Hutchi- 



son and Mike Taylor. It outlined 
the concept of an educational FM 
radio station at McGill. 

It envisaged a station that would 
be a great benefit both to the Uni- 
versity Community and to the en- 
tire population of Montreal. It set 
a target date of January 1062. 

The Brief was then passed , into 
various hands, Including those of 
the University which bad to appro- 
ve the '-venture. Meanwhile, the 
search was on for equipment and 
space for a JtudiOTTâll;at as low. a 
cost as possIblé.^Rémëihber that 
the idea was to have a complete 
station including transmitting faci- 
lities. 

The space as easy to get. With 



the pool room removed, the ageing 
Union moved offices from its attic 
to the new space, and Radio McGill 
located itself in two small rooms 
In the top floor. 

In tlie course of looking for 
transmitting and recording facili- 
ties, various sources were contact- 
ed but nothing concrete was achie- 
ved. Then out of the clear blue 
came an offer that was to change 
the whole course of action. 

UNSOLICITED OFFER 

From radio station CFCF came 
the unsolicited offer of free trans- 
mission facilities tislng their FM 
tranmitter, a deal , which included 
time oh their FM channel as well 




as an eight-week training course 
in radio for those who wanted it. 
A dozen took the course and forfltf- 
ed the nucleus of the present Ha- - 
dio McGill staff. 

This meant that a complete Uni* 
versity station 'Was not necessary 
at the outset.'iahd tbat a full day'a ; 
programming need not be present- ' 
ed at once. Both these factofk 
would get the station off to an ea- 
sy start, and the idea could be gi- 
ven a test before a lot of money 
had to be spent on equipment. 

The offer from CFCF was not as 
surprising as it might seem for the 
station is a division of Canadian 
Marconi whose president, . CM. 
Findiayson,' is on the McGill Board 
ot Governors'. The Board was in- 
formed of the idea, and Mr. Find- 
iayson must have learned olM ■ 
VMit. 

PERMISSION 

Permission for .student program- 
ming was much easier, to obtal^^ 
than for a complete station and it, 
was soon granted, on an expert- ' 
mental basis. 

' Even the Canadian Board of 
Broadcast Governors . approved of 
the idea. In a special, session with 
representatives of Radio McGill, 
Board Chairman, Dr. Andrew Ste- 
wart gave it his blessing saying 
that he looked upon It as a port- 
ent of things to come. 

The SEC, which- is underwriting 
what costs there are, Is anxiously 
awaiting the results. Says Chair- 
man Carswell, "This is an lmpn|f- 
ant activity which could develop 
into the largest on campus In tcrms 
of students Involved. 

"I hope it spurs the University 
to a reallution of its responsibili- 
ties in education beyond the class- 
room."

Chant .discussed the purpose and 
alma of the fledgeling station. "We 
want to give students the oppor- 
tunity to extend 'thcr Intellectual 
horizons," he aald, "and we want 
' to extend this same opportunity to 
the general public. We. will also gi- 
ve Montreal University students the 
chance to work and participate in 
the planning and operation of a 
radio station." 

And the station docs just this. 
Every conceivable operation short 



of actually transmitting the pro-' 
grams on the air is carried out 
by students. In their Old Union 
studios, Radio McGili records its 
programming on magnetic tape 
which CFCF-FM then plays bacis on 
their own facilities, and the mater- 
ial goes over the air via (heir trans- 
mitter. 

Tlie four other Montroal tolli'gi-s 
(Loyola, Mariannpolis, Sir Georgo, 
and U of M) will also participate. 
They will produce their own pro- 
grams and record Ihcm using the 
facilities licre at McGill. Some of 
these shows will be in French. 

For the present, most of the air- 
time will be filled by McjCilll stu- 
dents to see how tlic new idea 
worl(s out, but shows from the 
other Universities will bo brought 
in as the year progresses. 

STORY OF A SHOW • 

Behind every program- is an 
idea. The idea is then given to a 
writer who scripts the show, re- 
membering that he must fill exact- 
ly the amount of time allotted to 
him. This material is then turned 
over to the announcer who will ac- 
tually pronounce the words (this 
may be the person who wrote 
tbetn). 

The Traffic Manager arranges a 
recording time, and the announcer 
then does the program. Actual re- 
- cording, as well as any music, is 
. directed by an operations man who 
runs the control panel, which in- 
cludes record players. 

Once on tape, a time slot mu.st 
be found at which it can be broad- 
cast. This is the job of the Pro- 
ducer, who is the co-ordinator of 
the entire program. It is he who 
selects the writer, announcer, and 
any other necessary people in the 
first place. He often comet up with 
original ideas as well. 

The show is then put onto a 
master tape which i.s submitted to 
CFCF for transmission. Only after 
all these people have played tlicir 
part do you hear the words, "This 
Is Radio McGill".

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Toronto President Calls 
Varsity Article Nonsense 

TORONTO (CUP) - The President of the Students' Adminis- 
trative Council at the. University of Toronto said this weeic that he 
did not support the stand The Varsity took in its' editorial column 
last month on the issue of "French separatism. 



"Such misinformed nonsense ha:: 
served only to increase the num- 
ber of separatists in Quebec," said 
Marc Sommerville. He was speak- 
ing against the resolution that the 
future of Quebec lies in Independ- 
ence. The resolution was defeated 
45 to 17. 

VARSITY EDITORIAL 
Sommerville was referring to an 
editorial which charged that Que- 
bec stunted the academic growth 
of her community and trampled on 
civil liberties. Her culture, It as- 
serted, was a holdover from an- 
other century. 

The SAC president contended 
that if Quebec seceded, the French- 
speaking minority in English Cana- 
da would flounder. "FrcnchCana- 
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dians outside Quebec," he said, are 
the most' vocal opponents of scpa- 
raUsm." 

"Nonsense," cried John 'Wood, 
nresldent of the Victoria College 
Union. "Marc Sommerville's speech 
is nice a bikini: it hits only two 
spots and covers the most import- 
ant points." 

DIVORCE ? 

"I would like to sec the marria- 
ge between Ontario and Quebec 
divorced," continued Sommerville. 

"It was a shotgun marriage," re- 
plied Paul Moore, "it should be 
annulled." 

Opposition to the resolution al- 
so came from Professor D.M. Hay- 
ne of the French Department, UiU- 
versity College. He pointed out 
that though there are more im- 
portant grievances than sépara 
tism, none warranted secession. 

On the other hand, asserted an 
other debater, Quebec had been 
corralled into confederation and 
was never happy under English do- 
mination. "English people get all 
the opportunities, the leftovers 
are given to Quebec," he quoted 
from a report of the Royal Com 
mission on French problems of 
1030.
